TODAY'S EDIT O RIAL 
Should Or Shouldn't India 
Get Billion Or So From U.S. 


With T. T. Krishnamachari. finance 
minister of India in this country seeking 
1.4 billion dollars in public and private 
loans, we ran an editorial cartoon last 
week critical of India’s attitude toward 
the U.S. except when it needed money. 
Reader Samuel L. Lewis, of Mill 
Valley, in a letter to the editor, critic­ 
ized this attitude and praised the people 
of 
India 
for 
their 
pro-American 
leanings. 
Here are some of the arguments 
which bear on possibility of Krishnama­ 
chari getting his money: 


PRO LOAN— India's the biggest bul­ 
wark against Communism in Asia. She 
can tell all Asians now, “ We’ve made 
progress while staying democratic.” Rut 
if India’s new economic program flops 
— and it’s likely to flop without foreign 
advances, including a loan from the U.S. 
— all Asia will wonder whether the best 
road to progress isn’t a Red dictatorship. 


CON LOAN — If India wants our 


help, let her line lip on our side. In 


U. N. she refused to condemn Russia 


about 
Hungary, 
she criticizes 
the 


Baghdad pact, she’ s working all the 


time to get Red China into U. N. 
Nehru preaches the virtues of staying 
neutral, but in this cold war there’ s no 


neutrality: who isn’ t with us is against 


us. 


PRO — If India changed from neu­ 
trality only to get aid from us, she’d lose 
her position of integrity that makes her 
influential in Asia. Friendship that's 
bought is friendship not worth having. 


CON— The more we give one coun­ 
try, the less we can give another. Our 


present allies would turn sour on us, 
and rightly, if we cut down on aid for 


those who re on our side to give some 
to those who aren't. 


PRO— India would be in better finan­ 
cial shape if she didn't have to spend so 
much— 100 million more this year than 
last—to keep up with Pakistan in arms. 
And Pakistan's army gets stronger all 
the time because Uncle Sam is building 
it up. 


CON— If India also would take mil­ 
itary aid from us, she could re-divert 


• some of her own funds to what she 


says she now needs foreign funds for. 


PRO— If India doesn't get what she 
needs from the West, she’ll have to con­ 
sider getting it from the Russians. 


CON— How do we know they have 


it to give? And what good would it do 
them with India set on staying anti- 
East as well as anti-West? These ad­ 
vances India says she needs from cap­ 
italist states like us, she really needs 
to hail out her socialist enterprises. 


PRO— The loans are needed to raise 
the living standards of India’s 400 mil­ 
lion people — for agriculture, power, 
health, education, scientif’c progress. 
Most of the Indian economy is non-soci­ 
alist. 


CON— India would get from pri­ 
vate capital all the new investment 
she needs if she'd let her resources he 
developed by private enterprise, as 
we did and do. 


PRO— She’ll guarantee new foreign 
industries set up in India from being 
nationalized for a long time. And private 
enterprise has a big role in India's new’ 
five-year plan. 
She doesn't practice 
Socialism as much as she talks about it. 
Make up your own mind. 


THREE MINUTES A DAY

THEY REARED 44 CHILDREN 
Forty-four children have been reared in 
one farm home in ¿Mississippi by an 80-year- 
old couple. And they did all this on the lim­ 
ited income of a 160-acre farm. The couple, 
¿Mr. and Mrs. Henry Helm, who had 16 chil­ 
dren of their own and adopted the other 28, 
commented: 
“ We never had a moment’s trouble from 
any of them. We raised everything at home." 
Few poeple would dream of getting in­ 
volved in such a huge undertaking.

New Bond Issue Brochure Shows 


State In Fine Financial Shape 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)— An- 
nouncement of an $85.000,000 
bond sale Oct. 23 has been 
made by A. Ronald Button, 
state treasurer. The announce­ 
ment, with its accompanying 
brochure on California, pro­ 
vides a clear picture of this 
state’s status as far as its 
future indebtedness is con­ 
cerned. 
The bonds to be sold in­ 
clude $50,000,000 for home 
and farm loans to veterans, 
and $35,000.000 for construc­ 
tion aid to local school dis­ 
tricts. 


T H E 
VETERAN 
bonds, 
which 
are 
self-liquidating, 
are a recurring item in the 
state’s financial scheme, and 
as of Sept. 1. a total of 
$1.135,000,000 of these bonds 
had been authorized for Cali­ 
fornia since the beginning of 
the program in the 1920’s. 
Actually, the state has sold 
$785.000,000 worth of these 
bonds. ¿At the present time, 
there are $607,120.000 out­ 
standing. with next month's 
sale bringing this total up to 
approximately $657,000.000. 
Thus, an excellent record 
of sale and repayment has 
been effected in connection 
with the veteran bonds. They 
are known as gilt-edge invest­ 
ments in financial circles, as 
are the rest of the state’s 
bond issues. 


THE VOTERS of California 
have authorized $615,000.000 
worth of school construction 
bonds since the beginning of 
the program. Of this amount, 
$480.000.000 have been sold 
to date. There still are $436- 
000.000 
school 
bonds 
out­ 
standing. 
Rutton points out that Cali­ 
fornia as a state has been 
modest in its bonding pro­ 
gram. The total of all bonds 
issued amounts to only $2.- 
068.300.000. which is little 
more than the total of the 
annual budget for California. 
Nearly half of these bonds 
have been retired, and out­ 
standing at the present time 
are $1.077.476.000, or little 
more than half an annual 
budget for California. 


B I TTON AT PRESEN T is 
on a trip to eastern financial 
markets, during which he will 
attempt to interest investors 
in buying the new issues. He 
is convinced that with first­ 


hand knowledge of this state’s 
financial situation, a better 
market can be obtained de­ 
spite the tight money policy 
and increased rates of inter­ 
est w'hich have been preva­ 
lent 
for 
the 
past 
several 
weeks. 
In Button’s brochure, there 
is a projected estimate of 
growth for the current dec­ 
ade. The U.S. census figures 
for California for 1950 totaled 
10.609.000. The estimate for 
this year is 14,160.000. And 
the projected growth by 1960 
will fix the population at the 
time of the next census at 
15.860.000, according to best 
available estimates. 


BITTO N POINTS out that 
to accommodate this popula­ 
tion growth, nearly 90 per 
cent of all the improvements 
made by California have been 
financed out of current reve­ 
nues. 
For instance, approximate­ 
ly a billion dollars have been 
spent 
on 
highways 
during 
the past five years, without 
bond issues. Nearly half a 
billion has gone into other 
state 
construction 
projects, 
on a cash pay basis. 
The one exception is the 
state’s loans to school dis­ 
tricts for construction pur­ 
poses, which has amounted to 
nearly 
$330.000.000 
during 
the past five years.

Both Parties See 
Gains By Little Rock

WASHINGTON W — What­ 
ever may happen next in Lit­ 
tle Rock, or elsewhere in the 
South, the 
1958 and 
1960 
elections will be held. 
That’s 
one 
prediction 
it 
seems ¿safe to make in the 
troubled integration picture. 
Whatever else happens, poli­ 
tics w'ill go on as usual. 
The campaigns will be com­ 
plicated, of course, by the 
whole civil rights situation, by 
the Little Rock disorders and 
President Eisenhower’s call­ 
ing out federal troops, in par­ 
ticular. 
Politicians and those who 
try to keep tabs on the poli­ 
ticians were busy assessing 
the portents by the time the 
first paratrooper piled out of 
a plane in Arkansas. 
A variety of their predic­ 
tions has got into print. 


REPUBLICAN S sound the 
more optimistic, for two main 
reasons: 
1—They think they’ll pick 
up great numbers of northern 
Negro votes as a result of the 
President’s decisive action in 
calling out troops at Little 
Rock. This comes as a great 
relief to them. They’d been 
afraid 
previously 
that Ne­ 
groes w’ould think Eisenhower 
was dithering when he should 
have been acting to enforce 
the antisegregation decrees. 
2— GOP strategists think, 
or at least hope, the Demo­ 
cratic party has blown apart 
again along its North-South 
»earn. Some Democrats con­ 
cede they may be right. Some 
— like Sen. Douglas (D-Ill.) 
say it’s just as well. “ It would 
mean getting the Dixiecrats 
out of the party,” says Doug­ 
las. Others, like Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson (D-Tex.), lament the 
possible loss of a single vote. 
Johnson could hardly be ex­ 
pected to welcome a collapse 
of the North-South truce. He 
would need a united party if 
he hoped to get the party’s 
presidential nomination. 


DEMOCRATS ¿SEE possible 
advantages 
to 
themselves 


growing out of the integra­ 
tion fight: 
1—They don’t see how a 
Republican presidential can­ 
didate could carry a single 
Southern state after a Re­ 
publican president called out 
the “ Feds.” E i s e n h o w e r 
cracked the “ Solid” South in 
1952 and 1956, and Democrat 
Harry Truman lost part of it 
in 1948. The Democratic ar­ 
gument is that Dixie is safe 
from the Republicans for the 
next few years even though a 
new states rights party should 
arise and threaten to take 
some states from the Demo­ 
crats. 
2— Democratic p l a n n e r s 
wonder if the Republicans 
didn’t lose a pile of votes in 
the North, as well as in the 
South, 
through 
the 
Presi­ 
dent’s use of federal troop«;. 
They figure a good many 
white Northerners are against 
integration 
and resent the 
President’s action. How the 
Democrats can appeal to this 
group, while coming up with 
a civil rights stand which will 
attract Negroes, is one of 
many problems to be ironed 
out at the party’s 1960 con­ 
vention. 


IT MAY BE noteworthy 
that leaders of neither party 
are making any great claims 
at this point. 
For one thing, they don’t 
want to be accused of capi­ 
talizing on a tragic situation 
even though, in the long run, 
they may hope to do exactly 
that. 
For another, political plan­ 
ners— especially 
since 
the 
Truman upset of 1948— tend 
to be more cautious than they 
used to be. Today’s advantage 
has a way of turning into to­ 
morrow’s liability. 
Nobody knows what turn 
the situation in the South 
may 
take. 
¿Nobody 
knows 
what 
problems — inflation? 
The international situation? 
— may arise to become the 
¿No. 1 issue in the minds of 
most voters. 
Nobody knows, either, who 
the candidates will be.

Eight Simple Rules 


(This column, prepared by 
California lawy ers, appears 
regularly in the Independent- i 
Journal.) 
After the clerk swears the 
jury in, the plaintiff’s lawy er 
(or in criminal cases, the pros­ 
ecutor) outlines his evidence 
in an “opening statement.” 
The defendant’s lawy er may 
also mak e his opening state­ 
ment right afterwards or do it 
later when his turn comes to 
present evidence. 
V/hen both sides have put 
in their evidence, the lawy ers 
mak e their “arguments” to the 
jury . The party having the bur­ 
den of proof (as a rule the 
plaintiff) opens and closes, and 
the defendant's lawy er comes 
in the middle with his argu­ 
ment. 
Both lawy ers try to win the 
jury over in these arguments 
by showing them how the evi­ 
dence and the law (as the judge 
will ex plain it) favor their cli­ 
ents. 
As a rule, the judge “in­ 
structs” the jurors on the law 
and their duties after the ar­ 
guments on both sides are in. 
As a juror, observe these 
rules: 
j 
1. Be on time for court. Each 
juror must hear all the evi­ 
dence, so nothing can start un­ 
til y ou show up. 
2. For easy identification, j 
tak e the same seat each time 
y ou come in. 
3. Listen to each question 


and answer. If y ou do not hear, 
ask to have it repeated. 
4. Don’t talk , or allow any ­ 
one to talk to y ou, about the 
case. Report any one who does 
to the judge at once. Better 
not even talk to lawy ers, wit- 
l nesses, or parties about any ­ 
thing. Someone may get the 
idea that y ou are talk ing about 
the case. 
5. 
Don’t sleuth. 
Consider 
only wffat y ou see and hear in 
court under the control of the 
judge. 
Do not, for ex ample, 
visit any of the places men­ 
tioned unless the judge orders 
y ou to do so writh the rest of 
the jury . 
6. Do not show y our feelings 
in court. 
7.Let the lawy ers present 
their evidence without inter­ 
ference. Your chance to com­ 
ment will come later in the 
jury room w^here it will cout. 
8. When in doubt ask the 
judge about y our work as a 
juror.

I f Child I s Wild, Stupid, Mean, 


He May Suffer From Brain I njury 


You may ha w a brain-injur­ 
ed child and not know it. You 
may just think he is stupid. 
Or mean. Or wild. Let’s look at 
brain-injured 
children. 
Most 
of them 
are 
misunderstood. 
They need special help and 
don’t get it. 
Damaged brains can't func­ 
tion the way y ours does. These 
children may be bright, and 
still unable to speak so y ou can 
understand them. Or they may 
be able to use indiv idual words 
clearly , but not put them to­ 
gether into sentences. 
They may learn v ery slowly . 
Concentration is hard. They ’re 
easily 
distracted. 
One 
day 
they ’ll think clearly . The nex t 
day they won’t. One day they 
will be wild. Nex t day lethar­ 
gic. No wonder they are mis­ 
judged. 
There are special way s to 
teach 
brain-injured 
children. 
The methods are new. Most 
school people hav en’t heard of 
them. The fate of many brain­ 
damaged kids is to be whipped 
repeatedly . When they don’t 
reform, they ’re ex pelled from 
school. They became lifelong 
burdens. Isn’t that awful? 
Brain-injured boy s and girls 
need ex treme regularity . They 
require firm, undev iating, but 


kindly discipline. They need 
the barest of rooms, with no 
distractions 
around. 
Pretty 
much the opposite of what they 
get. 
If y ou hav e a child whose be­ 
hav ior defies description, go to 
a doctor who specializes in 
neurology . Ask to hav e a com­ 
plete neurological ex amination, 
including 
a 
study 
of 
brain 
wav es. 
Go also to a psy chologist in­ 
terested in handicapped chil­ 
dren. Hav e a complete inv en­ 
tory made of y our child’s men­ 
tal capacities. 
Then hav e the psy chologist 
and the neurologist get togeth­ 
er. Hav e them work out a diag­ 
nosis, and plan for y our child. 
Both 
specialists are needed. 
The money y ou spend may pay 
lifelong div idends.

Twenty- 
eight adults furnish a cli­ 
mate of affection and under­ 
standing 24 hours per day, 
seven days a week. 
The discipline is the same 
as in a normal home, not pun­ 
ishment but an aid to under­ 
standing themselves and their 
responsibilities. 
W1IOLESOME ATMOSPHERE 
The institution p r o v i d e s 
clothing, food and recreation, 
remedial 
teachers, 
medical 
attention, psychiatric services 
and a normal, wholesome at­ 
mosphere, too. 
The staff at Sunny Hills in­ 
cludes 
five 
social 
workers, 
nine house parents and medi­ 
cal and custodial employees. 
Mrs. Chalfant is a psychiatric 
social worker with years of ex­ 
perience with the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration and Red Cross. 
Incidentally, I was sure that 
these were normal youngsters 
when I asked their preference 
in music.

pumps at Larkspur, Stinson 
Beach and Pt. Reyes Station.)

With tops removed, they’d 
make grand king-size ash trays 
for patios . . . except from the 
esthetic point of view.

Census Shows 


Gain Of 499 


Mill Valleyans 


Mill Valley has picked up 
$4,270.34 worth of population. 
The first preliminary report 
on Mill Valley’s special census 
was released by City Manager 
A. E. Almcrants this morning 
as totaling 9,434, an increase 
of 499 over the last special 
count taken in 1953. 
Almcrants had noted pre­ 
viously that for every added 
name on the rolls, the city 
would gain $8.56 in gasoline 
and other tax revenues an­ 
nually. 
The last special census show­ 
ed 7,995 and the last regular 
census in 1950 came to 7,331. 
Almcrants said that “we had 
hoped to hit 10,000 but we are 
still happy that we gained al­ 
most 500.” 
The survey was made under 
the direction of David M. Sim­ 
mons Jr., special census enu- 
mprator. 


Convict Cut 
Silently In 
Prison Yard 


An unknown assailant armed 
with a 
inch kitchen knife 
slashed a Los Angeles convict 
repeatedly in the neck and 
shoulders yesterday in an out­ 
burst of violence in the big 
yard of San Quentin Prison. 
One of the thrusts severed 
the artery leading to the brain 
of Richard D. Meyers, 24, con­ 
victed robber. An emergency 
operation by prison surgeons 
saved his life. 
“We don't know who did it 
or why,” 
Associate 
Warden 
Louis Nelson said. 
The knife was found in the 
yard. Meyers was intercepted 
by a guard as he walked to­ 
ward the prison hospital. Al­ 
though the yard was crowded 
with convicts, none admitted 
seeing the assault, Nelson said. 
Meyers entered San Quen­ 
tin March 16, 1956 on a sen­ 
tence of five years to life. He 
was to appear before the pa­ 
role board this month but it 
was postponed until December 
because of a bad disciplinary 
record, Nelson said.

The Negro 
students 
today 
were 
escorted 
into 
Central 
High by only one paratrooper 
without rousing any reactions 
from white students. 
A week ago today the six 
Negro girls and three boys en­ 
tered Central High for the first 
time. However, rioting white 
mobs on the streets outside led 
to their withdrawal after three 
hours. 
Today there were no mobs 
and only a 
few 
curious 
on­ 
lookers. 
U.S. paratroopers have been 
escorting the Negro teen-agers 
to classes since 
last Wednes­ 
day a few hours after Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower sent the 101st 
Airborne 
Division into Little 
Rock to force integration upon 
the city. 
As tension at the school con­ 
tinued to case, the possibility 
grew that 
Governor 
Faubus 
would call a special session of 
the Legislature. He told a news 
conference, however, that such 
a session “still isn’t definite.” 
The 
governor 
said he was 
not ready to say 
what

any bill dealing with the inte­ 
gration dispute would take. 
There have been suggestions

In company with neighbor 


Bagley boy, left his home at 
592 Fairhills drive about 5 p.m. 
The trio crossed the street to

The pool area was fenced, 
and a sign put up by the Bag- 
leys read, “Children arouncj, 
please close gate.” Workmen 
putting topsoil around the pool

could crawl into the pool a^ea 
Lane suddenly yelled to his 
sister that Bill had fallen in.

Ashmore,

editor of Little Rock’s A rkan­ 
sas Gazette, said yesterday on 
a TV interview' that “we could 
have done so without trouble” 
were it not for the actions of 
Gov. Orval Faubus. Asnmore 
said the governor’s moves in 
the Little Rock school crisis 
were politically motivated. 


‘DREADFUL’ 
The editor said it was a 
“dreadful” possibility that the 
Arkansas 
Legislature 
might 
close Central High School, cen­ 
ter of the integration row in 
Little Rock. Faubus has said 
he is considering asking the 
legislature to take such a step. 
Federal troops now are on 
duty at Central High to enforce 
court orders requiring admis­ 
sion of Negro pupils. 
Ashmore said 
he 
believes 
“the first reaction of Little 
Rock to the appearance of fed­ 
eral troops was one of relief” 
after more than, three weeks 
of tension and some disorders. 
But he added that “now, 
since order has been restor­ 
ed. we look out and see fed­ 
eral troops 
. . . on our 
streets— it’s 
an 
incredible 
sight.” He said the troops 
should be withdrawn as soon 
as possible. 


BITTER’S’ THE WORD 
Meanwhile, a panel of South­ 
ern newsmen offered varying 
opinions on what effect the use 
of troops in Little Rock would 
have on the South. They ap­ 
peared yesterday on a special 
CBS-TV program on the inte­ 
gration problem. 
“Bitterness” was the term 
used by both Joseph B. Par­ 
ham, editor of the Macon (Ga.) 
News and W. D. Workman Jr., 
correspondent for two South 
Carolina papers, to describe 
the reaction in their areas. 
But Weldon James, associate 
editor of the Louisville, (Ky.) 
Couner-Journal, said the atti­ 
tude in the border states seems 
to be that President Eisenhow­ 
er did what he had to do in 
ordering federal troops into 
Little Rock. 


RESISTANCE GROWS

Bay Area Open-Burning 


Ban Effective Tomorrow 


First concrete measure to 
iliminate the threat of serious 
tmog conditions in the Bay 
Area becomes effective at mid­ 
night 
tonight. 
(See 
related 
story on page 20.) 
As of October 1, all open 
burning in the six counties of 
the Bay Area Air Pollution 
Control District (including Mar­ 
in) 
will 
be 
prohibited. 
But 
there will be exceptions. 
Legal will be all backyard 
barbecue fires or other fires 
for 
recreational 
purposes. 
Also permitted between 6 
a.m. and sundown will be 
household 
burning 
at one 
and 
two-family 
residences, 
providing they comply with 
local fire regulations. 
Major targets of the burning 
ban are the open dump fires 
w’hich send clouds of smoke 
skyward in all six counties. But 
here too there are expected to 
be some exceptions made. 
Marin. San Mateo and Contra 
Costa 
counties 
have 
“prob­ 
lems,” according to Benjamin 
Linsky, district smog control of­ 
ficer. 
These counties may re­ 
quire more tim e to submit de­ 
tailed reports on their plans, 
he said. 
M a r i n ’s 
supervisors, 
the 
county air pollution committee 
and Linsky were meeting this 
afternoon 
to 
try 
and 
solve 
some of the local problems. 
The supervisors, given a plan 
for action last July by the com­ 
mittee, have taken no action to 
date. 
They were scheduled to 
make a formal application this 
afternoon or tomorrow for a 
delay in the effective date of 
the ban as it applies to the 
county's 
dum p 
near 
Santa 
Venetia. 
Two other Marin localities 
have asked delays in enforce­ 
m ent of the ban. Larkspur has 
applied to the district board 
on the basis that nothing is 
gained by closing its dump un ­ 
til the county takes action. 
If

the Larkspur dump is closed, 
the city points out, the refuse 
will be taken to the county 
dump where it would be b u rn ­ 
ed anyway. 
College of Marin also asked 
for more time to eliminate its 
burning program. But the dis­ 
trict answered it. 
saying it 
seemed better to allow just one 
exception— to the county dump 
— rather than several in the 
same county. 
These other types of fires 
also will be exempt from the 
ruling: 
Fires set by a public official 
in performance of his duty; 
agricultural fires ordered by 
the county agricultural com­ 
missioner for disease control; 
other 
agricultural 
fires 
or 
brush control; burning neces­ 
sary in clearing land for sub­ 
division purposes when it is 
approved by both the local fire 
departm ent and the smog dis­ 
trict. 
Enforcement of the regula­ 
tions are to be in the hands of 
local fire departm ents in both 
the cities and county areas. 
Linsky has reported a promise 
of “complete cooperation” by 
local departm ents. Some small­ 
er districts in Marin and else­ 
where however, have been dis­ 
turbed by the apparent added 
work and expense which polic­ 
ing the burning ban may place 
on the departments.

Show Rise 
In 6 Months 


WASHINGTON 
Except 
for a slight decrease in m ur­ 
ders. the crime rate increased 
in all major categories in Cali­ 
fornia cities in the first six 
months of this year. 
The upward trend, as com­ 
pared with the first six months 
of 1956, followed the national 
pattern 
as 
disclosed 
in 
the 
semi-annual report of the FBI 
based on reports from city 
police 
departm ents 
through­ 
out the nation. 
Nationally, the num ber of 
major crimes rose 8.4 per cent 
to a new mid-year high. City 
crime rose 7.2 per cent and 
urban crime 13.2 per cent from 
the first half of last year. 
The California urban crime 
rate based on num ber of of­ 
fenses per 100.000 inhabitants 
as counted in the 1950 census, 
decreased from 2.1 to 2 for 
m u r d e r 
and 
non-negligent 
m anslaughter and rose from 
58 to 60.5 for robbery, 62.9 to 
68.3 for assault, 409.7 to 473.2 
for burglary, 1,155.4 to 1.249.7 
for larceny and theft, and 225.8 
to 254.8 for auto theft.

TODAY'S EDIT O RIAL 
Should Or Shouldn't India 
Get Billion Or So From U.S. 


With T. T. Krishnamachari, finance 
minister of India in this country seeking 
1.4 billion dollars in public and private 
loans, we ran an editorial cartoon last 
week critical of India’s attitude toward 
the U.S. except when it needed money. 
Reader Samuel L. Lewis, of Mill 
Valley, in a letter to the editor, critic­ 
ized this attitude and praised the people 
of 
India 
for 
their 
pro-American 
leanings. 
Here are some of the arguments 
which bear on possibility of Krishnama­ 
chari getting his money: 


PRO LOAN— India’s the biggest bul­ 
wark against Communism in Asia. She 
can tell all Asians now, “ W e’ve made 
progress while staying democratic. But 
if India’s new economic program flops 
- and it’s likely to flop w'ithout foreign 
advances, including a loan from the U.S. 
•—all Asia w ill wonder whether the best 
road to progress isn’t a Rod dictatorship. 


CON LOAN — If India wants our 
help, let her line up on our side. In 
U.N. she refused to condemn Russia 
about Hungary, she criticizes the 
Baghdad pact, she’s working all the 
time to get Red China into U.N. 
Nehru preaches the virtues of staying 
neutral, hut in this cold war there’s no 
neutrality: who isn’t with us is against 
us. 


PRO — If India changed from neu­ 
trality only to get aid from us, she’d lose 
her position of integrity that makes her 
influential in Asia. Friendship that s 
bought is friendship not worth having. 


CON— The more we give one coun­ 
try, the less we can give another. Our 
present allies would turn sour on us, 
and rightly, if we cut down on aid for 


those who’re on our side to give some 
to those who aren't. 


PRO-—India would be in better finan­ 
cial shape if she didn’t have to spend so 
much— 100 million more this year than 
last—to keep up with Pakistan in arms. 
And Pakistan's army gets stronger all 
the time because Uncle Sam is building 
it up. 


CON— If India also would take mil­ 
itary aid from us, she could re-divert 
• some of her own funds to what she 
says she now needs foreign funds for. 
PRO— If India doesn’t get what she 
needs from the West, she’ll have to con­ 
sider getting it from the Russians. 


CON— How do we know they have 
it to give? And what good would it do 
them with India set on staying anti- 
East as well as anti-West? These ad­ 
vances India says she needs from cap­ 
italist states like us, she really needs 
to hail out her socialist enterprises. 


PRO—The loans are needed to raise 
the living standards of India's 400 mil­ 
lion people — for agriculture, power, 
health, education, scientific progress. 
Most of the Indian economy is non-soci­ 
alist. 


CON— India would get from pri­ 
vate capital all the new investment 
she needs if she’d let her resources be 
developed hy private enterprise, as 
we did and do. 


PRO— She’ll guarantee new foreign 
industries set up in India from being 
nationalized for a long time. And private 
enterprise has a big role in India’s new 
five-year plan. 
She doesn’t practice 
Socialism as much as she talks about it. 
Make up your own mind.

State In Fine Financial Shape

SACRAMENTO (CNS)— An­ 
nouncement of an $85.000,000 
bond sale Oct. 23 has been 
made by A. Ronald Button, 
state treasurer. The announce­ 
ment, with its accompanying 
brochure on California, pro­ 
vides a clear picture of this 
state’s status as far as its 
future indebtedness is con­ 
cerned. 
The bonds to be sold in­ 
clude $50,000,000 for home 
and farm loans to veterans, 
and $35.000,000 for construc­ 
tion aid to local school dis­ 
tricts. 


T 11E 
VETERAN 
bonds, 
which 
are 
self-liquidating, 
are a recurring item in the 
state’s financial scheme, and 
as of Sept. 1, a total of 
$1,135,000.000 of these bonds 
had been authorized for Cali­ 
fornia since the beginning of 
the program in the 1920’s. 
Actually, the state has sold 
$785.000.000 worth of these 
bonds. At the present time, 
there are $607.120.000 out­ 
standing, with next month’s 
sale bringing this total up to 
approximately $657.000.000. 
Thus, an excellent record 
of sale and repayment has 
been effected in connection 
with the veteran bonds. They 
are known as gilt-edge invest­ 
ments in financial circles, as 
are the rest of the state's 
bond issues. 


THE VOTERS of California 
have authorized $615,000,000 
worth of school construction 
bonds since the beginning of 
the program. Of this amount, 
$480,000.000 have been sold 
to date. There still are $436,- 
000,000 
school 
bonds 
out­ 
standing. 
Button points out that Cali­ 
fornia as a state has been 
modest in its‘bonding pro­ 
gram. The total of all bonds 
issued amounts to only $2.- 
068.300,000, which is little 
more than the total of the 
annual budget for California. 
Nearly half of these bonds 
have been retired, and out­ 
standing at the present time 
are $1.077,476.000, or little 
more than half an annual 
budget for California. 


BUTTON AT PRESENT is 
on a trip to eastern financial 
markets, during which he will 
attempt to interest investors 
in buying the new7 issues. He 
is convinced that with first­ 


hand knowledge of this state’s 
financial situation, a better 
market can be obtained de­ 
spite the tight money policy 
and increased rates of inter­ 
est which have been preva­ 
lent for the 
past several 
weeks. 
In Button’s brochure, there 
is a projected estimate of 
growth for the current dec­ 
ade. The U.S. census figures 
for California for 1950 totaled 
10.609.000. The estimate for 
this year is 14,160,000. And 
the projected growth by 1960 
will fix the population at the 
time of the next census at 
15.860.000, according to best 
available estimates. 


BUTTON POINTS out that 
to accommodate this popula­ 
tion growth, nearly 90 per 
cent of all the improvements 
made by California have been 
financed out of current reve­ 
nues. 
For instance, approximate­ 
ly a billion dollars have been 
spent on 
highways during 
the past five years, without 
bond issues. Nearly half a 
billion has gone into other 
state construction 
projects, 
on a cash pay basis. 
The one exception is the 
state’s loans to school dis­ 
tricts for construction pur­ 
poses. which has amounted to 
nearly 
$330.000,000 
during 
the past five years.

WASHINGTON (^—What­ 
ever may happen next in Lit­ 
tle Rock, or elsewhere in the 
South, the 1958 and 1960 
elections will be held. 
That’s one prediction 
it 
seems safe to make in the 
troubled integration picture. 
Whatever else happens, poli­ 
tics will go on as usual. 
The campaigns will be com­ 
plicated, of course, by the 
whole civil rights situation, by 
the Little Rock disorders and 
President Eisenhower’s call­ 
ing out federal troops, in par­ 
ticular. 
Politicians and those who 
try to keep tabs on the poli­ 
ticians were busy assessing 
the portents by the time the 
first paratrooper piled out of 
a plane in Arkansas. 
A variety of their predic­ 
tions has got into print. 


REPUBLICANS sound the 
more optimistic, for two main 
reasons: 
1—They think they’ll pick 
up great numbers of northern 
Negro votes as a result of the 
President’s decisive action in 
calling out troops at Little 
Rock. This comes as a great 
relief to them. They’d been 
afraid previously that Ne­ 
groes would think Eisenhower 
was dithering when he should 
have been acting to enforce 
the antisegregation decrees. 
2—GOP strategists think, 
or at least hope, the Demo­ 
cratic party has blown apart 
again along its North-South 
seam. Some Democrats con­ 
cede they may be right. Some 
—like Sen. Douglas (D-IU.) 
say it’s just as well. “It would 
mean getting the Dixiecrats 
out of the party,” says Doug­ 
las. Others, like Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson (D-Tex.), lament the 
possible loss of a single vote. 
Johnson could hardly be ex­ 
pected to welcome a collapse 
of the North-South truce. He 
would need a united party if 
he hoped to get the party’s 
presidential nomination. 


DEMOCRATS SEE possible 
advantages 
to 
themselves 


growing out of the integra­ 
tion fight: 
1—They don’t see how a 
Republican presidential can­ 
didate could carry a single 
Southern state after a Re­ 
publican president called out 
the “ Feds." E i s e n h o w e r 
cracked the “Solid" South in 
1952 and 1956, and Democrat 
Harry Truman lost part of it 
in 1948. The Democratic ar­ 
gument is that Dixie is safe 
from the Republicans for the 
next few years even though a 
new states rights party should 
arise and threaten to take 
some states from the Demo­ 
crats. 
2—Democratic p l a n n e r s 
wonder if the Republicans 
didn’t lose a pile of votes in 
the North, as well as in the 
South, 
through 
the 
Presi­ 
dent’s use of federal troops. 
They figure a good many 
white Northerners are against 
integration and resent the 
President’s action. How the 
Democrats can appeal to this 
group, while coming up with 
a civil rights stand which will 
attract Negroes, is one of 
many problems to be ironed 
out at the party’s 1960 con­ 
vention. 


IT MAY BE noteworthy 
that leaders of neither party 
are making any great claims 
at this point. 
For one thing, they don’t 
want to be accused of capi­ 
talizing on a tragic situation 
even though, in the long run, 
they may hope to do exactly 
that. 
For another, political plan­ 
ners— especially 
since 
the 
Truman upset of 1948— tend 
to be more cautious than they 
used to be. Today’s advantage 
has a way of turning into to­ 
morrow’s liability. 
Nobody knows what turn 
the situation in the South 
may 
take. 
Nobody 
knows 
what problems — inflation? 
The international situation? 
—may arise to become the 
No. 1 issue in the minds of 
most voters. 
Nobody knows, either, who 
the candidates will be.

LAW IN ACTION 


As A Juror, Observe 


Eight Simple Rules 


(This column, prepared by 
California lawyers, appears 
regularly in the Independent- 
Journal.} 
After the clerk swears the 
jury in, the plaintiff’* lawyer 
(or in criminal cases, the pros­ 
ecutor) outlines his evidence 
in an “opening statement.” 
The defendant’s lawyer may 
also make his opening state­ 
ment right afterwards or do it 
later when his turn comes to 
present evidence. 
When both sides have put 
in their evidence, the lawyers 
make their “arguments” to the 
jury. The party having the bur­ 
den of proof (as a rule the 
plaintiff) opens and closes, and 
the defendant’s lawyer comes 
in the middle with his argu­ 
ment. 
Both lawyers try to win the 
jury over in these arguments 
by showing them how the evi­ 
dence and the law (as the judge 
will explain it) favor their cli­ 
ents. 
As a rule, the judge “in­ 
structs” the jurors on the law 
and their duties after the ar­ 
guments on both sides are in. 
As a juror, observe these 
rules: 
1. Be on time for court. Each 
juror must hear all the evi­ 
dence, so nothing can start un­ 
til you show up. 
2. For easy identification, 
take the same seat each time 
you come in. 
3. Listen to each question 


and answer. If you do not hear, 
ask to have it repeated. 
4. Don’t talk, or allow any­ 
one to talk to you, about the 
case. Report anyone who does 
to the judge at once. Better 
not even talk to lawyers, wit­ 
nesses, or parlies about any­ 
thing. Someone may get the 
idea that you are talking about 
the case. 
5. Don’t sleuth. 
Consider 
only wfat you see and hear in 
court under the control of the 
judge. 
Do not, for example, 
visit any of the places men­ 
tioned unless the judge orders 
you to do so with the rest of 
the jury. 
6. Do not show' your feelings 
in court. 
7.Let the lawyers present 
their evidence without inter­ 
ference. Your chance to com­ 
ment will come later in the 
jury room where it will cout. 
8. When in doubt ask the 
judge about your work as a 
juror.

At College 
For Fall Term 


Registration 
statistics

the fall semester at the College 
of 
Marin 
released 
by Miss 
Grace Donnan, registrar, show 
almost exactly the same to­ 
tals as those of a year ago. 
There are 768 regular stu­ 
dents enrolled and 285 special, 
making a total of 1,053. A year 
ago there were 798 regular, 
262 special, and a total of 1,- 
060. 
Men outnumber women stu 
dents by 587 to 466 in the to 
tal figures and by 530 to 238 
among the regular students. 
Almost exactly half the stu­ 
dent population is new to the 
campus this fall with the ad­ 
mission of 532 entering fresh­ 
men students. 
Adult education figures also 
have been released from the 
office of Dr. Samuel N. Le 
Count, director of adult edu­ 
cation at the college. Adult 
classes opened for the fall 
term last week with 2,209 per­ 
sons enrolled in them.

“For the first 
time in my career. I was so 
nervous the bat was shaking 
in my hands,” Mays said later 
in the clubhouse. 
Horace Stoneham, owner of 
the club which has announced 
a move to San Francisco for 
next season, was nowhere to be 
seen. When his name was men­ 
tioned during the introduction 
of oldtime 
Giants, 
he 
was 
roundly booed. 
Late in the game, the an­ 
nouncer made his usual re­ 
quest. 
“Please do not go on the 
playing field until the players 
have reached the clubhouse.” 
A full-throated boo drowned 
out the echo. 
After the last out, a crowd 
gathered at home plate, busi­ 
ly excavating the plate. And 
then they grabbed about every­ 
thing else, including turf, that 
could be torn from its moor­ 
ing. 
Nobody waited for the 


players to reach the clubhouse. 
They had to run for the steps 
with fans clutching for their 
hands, their hats or anything 
Down came the padding on 
the center field wall that has 
protected the acrobatic Willie 
Mays from injury. 
For the first time since the 
triumphant day in 1951 when 
Bobby Thomson 
won 
the 
playoff game from Brooklyn 
with 
his pennant-clinching 
home run, the fans stormed 
the clubhouse steps. 
“Stay Giants, Stay” read a 
large banner in the hands of 
those who came to say good­ 
bye. 
The swirling mob, milling on 
the turf in the fast gathering 
dusk, started to chant: 
“We want Stoneham . . . with 
a rope round his neck.” 
No players came out to wave. 
Some watched from the club­ 
house windows. Others were in 
the showers or packing their 
equipment for the last time in 
the old ball park. 
When they introduced the

before

game, Mrs. John McGraw, wi­ 
dow of the most famous of the 
Giant managers, broke down 
and cried. George Levy, now 
81, added a touch of nostalgia 
to the occasion when he an­ 
nounced the batteries through 
a megaphone, as he did 50 
years ago. 
The Giants lost to Pittsburgh 
9-1. When they opened the Polo 
Grounds on July 8, 1889, they 
beat the Pirates 7-5.

If Child Is Wild, Stupid, Mean, 


He May Suffer From Brain Injury 


You may have a brain-injur­ 
ed child and not know it. You 
may just think he is stupid. 
Or mean. Or wild. Let’s look at 
brain-injured 
children. 
Most 
of them 
are 
misunderstood. 
They need special help and 
don’t get it. 
Damaged brains can’t func­ 
tion the way yours does. These 
children may be bright, and 
still unable to speak so you can 
understand them. Or they may 
be able to use individual words 
clearly, but not put them to­ 
gether into sentences. 
They may learn very slowly. 
Concentration is hard. They're 
easily 
distracted. 
One 
day 
they'll think clearly. The next 
day they won’t. One day they 
will be wild. Next day lethar­ 
gic. No wonder they are mis­ 
judged. 
There are special ways to 
teach 
brain-injured 
children. 
The methods are new. Most 
school people haven’t heard of 
them. The fate of many brain­ 
damaged kids is to be whipped 
repeatedly. When they don’t 
reform, they’re expelled from 
school. They became lifelong 
burdens. Isn’t that awful? 
Brain-injured boys and girls 
need extreme regularity. They 
require firm, undeviating, but 


kindly discipline. They need 
the barest of rooms, with no 
distractions 
around. 
Pretty 
much the opposite of what they 
get. 
If you have a child whose be­ 
havior defies description, go to 
a doctor who specializes 
in 
neurology. Ask to have a com­ 
plete neurological examination, 
including 
a 
study 
of 
brain 
waves. 
Go also to a psychologist in­ 
terested in handicapped chil­ 
dren. Have a complete inven­ 
tory made of your child’s men­ 
tal capacities. 
Then have the psychologist 
and the neurologist get togeth­ 
er. Have them work out a diag­ 
nosis, and plan for your child. 
Both specialists are needed. 
The money you spend may pay 
lifelong dividends.

The eye 
doctor says she does not need 
glasses, but that her eyes tire 
easily. When tired, they are 
slightly crossed. What can we 
do?”

(A) Go back to your eye doc­ 
tor and ask about exercises 
which may strengthen her eyes 
so they will not cross when 
tired.

NEW YORK M — Music’s 
magic has rarely been demon­ 
strated more thoroughly than 
on the latest big television 
special. “Crescendo.” 
The 90-minute CBS colorcast 
last night, touted in advance 
as a cavalcade of American 
melody, turned out to be a 
giant jukebox on the loose, a 
crazy quit sampler of many 
things, not very wAfll assembled 
and handicapped by a weird 
continuity.

That the show succeeded in 
entertaining those who stuck 
with it through various mo­ 
ments of awkward dialogue can 
be credited entirely to the vo­ 
cal and instrumental brilliance 
of the 14 stellar talents in­ 
volved. 
Any stage containing a com­ 
plement including Eddie Ar­ 
nold, Carol Channing, Louis 
Armstrong, Benny Goodman. 
Peggy Lee, Diahann Carroll 
and half the cast of “My Fair 
Lady” has plenty to provide 
once the downbeat succeeds 
the discourse. 
STORY LINE 
It was the conceit of Peter 
Ustinov and Leslie Stevens, au­ 
thors of the script, to portray 
the master of ceremonies, Brit­ 
ish star Rex Harrison, as an en­ 
raged visitor to these shores, 
transported through the vari­ 
ous moments and varieties of 
popular music, from frontier 
ballads to Latin tempos and the 
birth of the blues. 
Visually the show had the 
novel appeal of simplicity.

MONEY-MAKER? 
Bright young chappies should 
be warned: there is no obvi­ 
ous way to make money from 
used incinerators. 
Incinerators, 
for 
instance, 
are too heavy to be used as por­ 
table trash receptacles. They 
are too small to be sunk in the 
ground and used as swimming 
pools. They are too tall to be 
fish ponds. 
With tops removed, they’d 
make grand king-size ash trays 
for patios . . . except from the 
esthetic point of view. 


WHERE TO? 
Dismantled, they could be 
used as stepping stones. But 
there wouldn’t be enough to 
lead anywhere. 
Some day they may be col­ 
lector’s items. But who wants 
to wait that long? 
These familiar monuments— 
which so faithfully over the 
years have devoured countless 
billions of tattered newspapers, 
assorted garbage and discarded 
girdles—are 
doomed 
by

county law effective tomorrow

bans 
single 
chamber 
burners. 
FOR CLEANER AIR 
The law was requested by 
the smog people, to whom in­ 
cinerators are in a class with 
smudge pots. The smog men 
say that throttling their odor­ 
ous vapors will remove 500 
tons of pollutants from the at­ 
mosphere every day. This, they 
hope, will make it possible for 
the smog-bleared eye to see 
farther and waterless. 
Henceforth, only the cleaner- 
burning double-chamber incin­ 


erators may pollute the air. 
They are too expensive for 
home us-e. Household trash will 
now be carted away and dump­ 
ed. 
POLL OF PUBLIC 
Is the public aware of this 
vexing problem of incinerator 
disposal? 
If half a dozen veteran in­ 
cinerator stokers polled in a 
downtown office are represen­ 
tative, the answer is no. Nary 
a one had given a thought to 
getting rid of his backyard 
Vesuvius. 
Pressed for their plans, 
most said they’ll just grab 
a hammer and clobber the 
thing.

FANCY BRICK JOBS 
A couple with fancy brick 
jobs said maybe they could 
convert theirs to barbecues, or 
fill ’em with dirt and plant 
flowers. 
The fellow* with the conven­ 
tional 
cement-slab-sides-a n d- 
steel-door models came up with 
these conversion possibilities, 
none likely to start stampedes: 
Dog house, smoke house, fire­ 
wood or charcoal storage, stand 
for bird bath, place to grow 
mushrooms. 
One thing is sure. Bootleg 
burning won’t be worth the 
risk. Penalties range up to $500 
fine and six months in jail. 


WATCH IT! 
And don’t think you can get 
around the law by burning 
trash in the barbecue or fire­ 
place.

ly. “Toasting a wiener over a 
barbecue full of blazing trash 
doesn't qualify as barbecuing, 
and would be illegal.
